The Emperor has: declared 
this Morning to the Minifters of the Grand Coun- 
cil, That he had gefolved to efpoufe the Princefs 
Alexierina-Alexiewna. Dolhorucki, eldeft Sifter of 


the Prince ofthat Name, whois a very amiable\ 


amiable Princefs, and of much Wit and Merit, 
The Ceremony of betrothing is appointed for next 
Tuefday ; and is not doubted but. this Marriage 
will be confummated very foon, although his Im- 
rial Majefty is butjuft entred into his 13th Years 
‘however; he ts very tall and we} made for his Age, 
and of a very good Conftitution. It is remarked 
that the Emperor declared his Matriage the Day 
of the Feaft of the Name of the Emprefs’of the Ro-
